Mammoth System of Road 


Building Planned By U.S. 


Seven Government Highways 


to Lead from Washington, D. 


C., to Penetrate Across the Continent and in Every 
Direction is a Big Project Put Forward 


Washington, Aug. 26.—By far the 
most ambitious publie highway plan 
ever proposed in Congress is that fath- 
ered by Senator Cullom, of Illinois, but 
suggested by former Representative 
King, of Louisiana. This provides for 
construction of 12,000 miles of road 
by the government at a cost of $148,- 
000,000. 

These roads are to run out of Wash- 
ington. They are to extend In seven 
directions, are to reach practically 
every part of the country. Three of 
across the continent, and a fourth one 
to extend over half way across, 

Almost every state in the union will 
have a part of one of the, proposed 
government roads, but only one or two 
states In the neighborhood of Washing- 
ton will have party of more than one 
highway. West Virgit.a and Mary- 
land would probably count upon more 
than one road, 

For the present the propisition is 
one of the generalities. The actual 
details have not been developed. A 
bill has been introduced that calls for 
an -appropriation of  $4143,000,000. 
This money is to be raised by an issue 
of bonds, With ft seven highways are 
to be built, and 812,000 is’ estimated 
as the cost per mile of the roads, This 
fs about.as far as the plans have gone. 

The tentative routes have, however, 
been mapped out, and they are of more 
direct interest to the people than gny 
other feature of the whole plan, Every 
community of consequence in the 
country would try to have a national 
road pass through it. 

The first road planned will extend 
froin Washington, D.C. to Washington, 
New Hampshire. {[t will cross Mary- 
land, pass through Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, New York and Boston, touching 
the states of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, and perhaps Vermont. 

As for the next road, it will extend 
from the National Capital to Buffalo, 
N. Y., touching the states of Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and New York. A third 
road will extend south along the At- 
lantic Seaboard, It will pass through 
Richmond to Raleigh, N.C., thence to 
Wilmington, and from there to Savan- 
nah, to Jacksonville, and on the Miami 
at the extreme end of Florida, ! 

The fourth road will also run south, 
It Will run from Richmond to Charlotte, 
N.G., thence to Atlanta, Ga., lo Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, and on to New Or- 
leans, and Austin, Texas.
